1)  Possible  Roman  signal  station  Appleby  golf  course  and  the  Augill  signal  station  Martin  R  is 
preparing  a  preliminary  proposal  for  the  Historic  Environment  Enabling  Programme,  English 
Heritage. 

2)  Cave  in  St  George’s  Gill.  Martin  J  has  had  brief  reply  from  his  contact  and  will  hope  to  get  further 
information.  Martin  R  has  been  unsuccessful  in  getting  a  response  from  Natural  England  regarding 
the  possible  restrictions  that  might  apply  to  the  site.  It  was  agreed  that  we  should  continue  to 
investigate  the  possibilities  of  this  site.
